During a telephonic conversation with Mr. Frank McKenzie on Wednesday, 9 
February 2005, it was mutually agreed to amend the Application as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS 

Claim 9, line 4, - -located in a fluid flow path - - has been inserted after "seat"; 

Claim 9, line 7, - -flowing- - has been inserted after "fluid"; and 

Claim 15, line 8, - -flowing through the orifice- - has been inserted after "fluid". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 20 are allowed. The prior art of record fail to teach controlling the rate 
at which fluid flows comprising, among other limitations, a plate moveable by fluid in a 
first direction and in contact with a seat located in the fluid flow path and moveable in a 
second direction away from the seat, wherein the plate has an orifice through which 
fluids enters a clutch when the plate contacts the seat and openings through which fluid 
flowing from the clutch passes when the plate is away from the seat.
